PARKING: 
1. No parking is permitted on the campground at any time. Parking lot to the east of the 
campground is available at all times. 


r+ Speed Limit: A speed limit of 10 miles per hour MUST be observed on the eat kag eae 
and in both trailer courts. 


3. Police Protection: City police will be on duty at all times. Cars improperly parked will be 
towed away at owner’s expense. 


TRAILER PARKING: No trailer parking will be permitted before June 1 and all trailers must 
be removed by June 30. Secure space assignment and pay space rent to attendant or if not 
available check at lodging.

POST OFFICE: Mail may be received at the post-office window in the Administration ee

CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUND: On Athletic Field, south side of Fifth Street. Adult supervision. 
Also other activities. Check program. 


PRAYER REQUESTS: Requests will be received at the Administration Building or the Counsel- 
ing Center. 


DIVINE HEALING: There is a Prayer and Counseling room on east side of Auditorium. 
FIRST-AID STATION (with rest rooms): Located west of Information. 
CHILDREN: Parents will be held responsible for the conduct and safety of their children. 


LOST AND FOUND: Report any loss to the Manager at the Administration Building. All articles 
found should be taken to the Administration Building. 


BICYCLES: Are not permitted on the campground. 
DOGS ON LEASH: Are a safety hazard and are not to be brought on the grounds. 


MEETINGS: All group meetings should be cleared with the campground manager or with the 


Program Committee. A special meeting permit can be secured from the Administration 
Building. 


POSTERS ON THE CAMPGROUND: Banners announcing State, District, or National Conven- 
tions may be displayed. See Mr. Rouse at Information Building for permission. Other 
posters may be tacked to poles and trees. 


PROPER DRESS: Remember this is a religious convention. Do not wear shorts or Bermudas 
on convention grounds. 


PICTURE-TAKING DURING SERVICES: Please observe the courtesy of taking no pictures 
after the sermon begins.
